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CONFERENCE LEGISLATIVE LEADERS 


The Second Annual National Conference 
State Legislative Leaders was held 
Chicago, November 10-14. More than 110 
legislators from twenty-eight states attend- 
the Conference. 

Dr. George Benson, President Claremont 
College for Men, spoke the opening session, 
federal-state relations. Dr. Benson paid 
particular attention the system federal 
grants-in-aid, and advocated "block grants" 
instead the category grants now exist- 
ance. 

session higher education, Dr. 
Alvin Eurich, Executive Director, Education 
Division the Ford Foundation, present- 
Reappraisal State Educational Activi- 
suggested that each state set 
Commission Educational Development 
plan for the future. 

Dr. William Ronan, Secretary 
Governor Nelson Rockefeller New York, 
delivered address Scope and Cost 
Government.'' emphasized the tremendous 
increase state expenditures since 1927 
such fields education, highways, health 
and public welfare. Some these increases, 
said, ranged high 2,527 per cent 
over comparable expenditures for 1927. 

Governor Bert Combs Kentucky and 
John Powers, Senate President Massa- 
chusetts, addressed the Conference 
Symposium Relation- 
Discussion this session included 
consideration the veto power the Chief 
Executives and the delegation rule-making 
powers legislatures administrative 
agencies. 

Resolutions adopted the Conference 
urged legislation eliminate "diploma 
requested the President the United 
States and Congressional leaders initiate 
policy communicating directly with the 
legislative leaders the states whenever 
they communicate with the Governors connec- 


tion with matters ultimately requiring state 
legislative action; and expressed opposition 
Congressional interference with interstate 
agencies.

Tem the New York Senate was elected Presi- 
dent the Conference for 1961; Carl 
Burgess, Majority Leader the South Dakota 
House Representatives, Vice President; 
and John Sandler, Secretary the New York 
Senate, Secretary. 

Others elected the Executive Commit- 
tee are: Arthur Bidwill, President Pro 
Tem the Illinois Senate; Gordon Boone, 
Majority Leader the Maryland House 
Delegates; Ralph Brown, Speaker the 
California Assembly; Charles Gallagher, 
President Pro Tem the Nevada Senate;

LOUISIANA LEGISLATIVE SESSION 


Louisiana The 1960 Louisiana legislature 
authorized expenditures $872 million for 
1961 $49 million more than for fiscal 
1960. The total comprises $598 million for 
"state fund component" $28 million 
and $274 million for "federal and special 
fund increase $44 million. 
The state fund includes capital outlay 
item $500,000 reduced from $22 million 
1960 and $27 million increase for 
current operations. The federal and special 
fund provides for $237 million for highways, 
compared with $191 million the last fiscal 
year. 

The spending program supported 
$854 million current revenues from all 
sources plus $18 million surplus, com- 
pared with $770 million revenue and $53 
million surplus fiscal 1960. 
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Revenue measures establish income tax 
withholding January 1961 esti- 
mated bring additional $3.5 million 
fiscal 1961; retain cent gas severance 
tax for four years; repeal the kerosene tax; 
and authorize $60 million capital outlay 
bonds, not more than $20 million is- 
sued any one year. 

The legislature voted salary increases 
from $19,000 $25,000 for the Chief Justice 
the Supreme Court; from $18,500 $22,500 
for Associate Justices; $17,000 for the 
Secretary State, Attorney General, Super- 
intendant Public Education and Commis- 
Sioner Insurance; $15,000 for the 
Lieutenant Governor and First Assistant 
Attorney General; and $13,500 for the 
Commissioner Agriculture and Immigration, 
State Treasurer, State Comptroller, State 
Custodian Voting Machines, and Registrar 
State Lands. Other measures increase 
expense allowances for legislators and the 
Clerk the House and the Secretary the 
Senate when not session from $150 $250 
month. 

eleven member Hoover Commis- 
consisting four citizens chosen 
the Governor, three Senators chosen 
the Lieutenant Governor and four House mem- 
bers chosen the Speaker the House, 
was set make comprehensive study 
the structure and fiscal affairs the 
State government. The legislature authorized 
the Division Administration supply 
centralized electronic data processing ser- 
vices all state agencies. Other organ- 
izational measures placed probation and parole 
services under the Department Institutions; 
extended the latitude accorded judges 
cases involving probationers and suspended 
sentences; and encouraged extension pre- 
sentence investigations. 

Health and welfare measures allocated 
$680,000 develop comprehensive services 
for the physically and mentally handicapped; 
established permanent Governor's Committee 
Employment the Physically Handicapped; 
and strengthened state activity behalf 
employing the blind. The legislature 
discontinued Aid Dependent Children grants 
mothers having illegitimate child since 
receiving relief check pending local 
determination that the mother maintaining 
"suitable home;" made "suitable home" 
condition for Aid Dependent Children; 
declared homes under conditions common 
law marriage for grant purposes; 
and established crimes the bearing 
two more illegitimate children and 
entry into common law marriage. Other meas- 
ures increase residence requirements for 
old age disability assistance aid 
the blind from three five the last 
nine years. 

The legislature appropriated $593,000 
general funds continue program 
cash aid not exceed $300 per recipient 
for students state colleges and univer- 
sities. also provided that certified 
teachers exceptional children paid 
rate per cent above base pay levels. 


the field highway safety, re- 
sponsibility for recording convictions and 
reports state traffic violations was 
transferred from the Highway Department 
the newly authorized Central Records Bureau 
the Department Public Safety. 
mile per hour speed limit for school buses 
under certain conditions was established, 
and statewide annual semiannual motor 
vehicle inspection was set through sys- 
tem licensed private garages. 

The Southern Interstate Nuclear Compact 
was approved, and boating safety and nun- 
bering measure for motorboats more than 
ten horsepower was enacted. 


APPROPRIATION FOR GOVERNOR-ELECT 


The Massachusetts legislature has ap- 
proved $25,000 appropriation for the newly 
elected Governor. The funds were made avail- 
able immediately after the election. Under 
terms the act the new Governor could use 
the money make necessary staff appoint- 
ments advance the inauguration. 


VOTING ELIGIBILITY 


The Utah Supreme Court has opened the 
ballot box civilians working and living 
military bases who meet other residence 
requirements the state. Ina 3-2 deci- 
sion the Court made permanent earlier 
order allow civilians military posts 
meeting other residence requirements 
register provisional basis. Chief Jus- 
tice Allan Crockett, voting with the 
majority, said the order will apply equally 
all civilians all military posts 
the state the individual cases meet the 
conditions presented the case 
that was issue. 

The action was brought Dugway 
Proving Grounds civilian behalf hin- 
self and others similarly situated against 
officials Tooele County who had denied 
civilian residents the proving grounds 


-the right register and vote Utah citi- 


zens. The officials were acting line with 
opinion Attorney General Walter 
Budge that employee the federal govern- 
ment who works and lives military base 
does not thereby establish residency 
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voter. Rather, the opinion stated, retains 
his status voter his home district. 
the case reviewed the Supreme Court 
the Dugway civilian had not had civilian 
residence outside military base. 


SETTLE COLORADO NEW MEXICO BOUNDARY 


Approval the United States Supreme 
Court the 335-mile boundary between Colo- 
rado and New Mexico has ended one the 
oldest pieces litigation before the high 
tribunal. The litigation dates back 1919 
when New Mexico brought suit against Colo- 
rado seeking have the boundary settled 
officially. changes are involved the 
settlement the boundary being drawn along 
the lines adopted 1893 and mutually recog- 
nized both states ever since, although 
lacking legal sanction. 


TAX, FISCAL AFFAIRS 


Taxes State and Local Bond Interest 
The United States Internal Revenue Service 
held hearings October proposed regu- 
lations implementing the life insurance com- 
pany income tax act 1959. proposed, the 
regulations some instances would, ef- 
fect, impose tax income derived from 
state and local securities. Representatives 
state and local governments appeared 
the hearings and strongly urged that the 
regulations amended insure that 
case will interest from state and local 
securities subject taxation. 

Appearing before the committee were 
Attorney General Will Wilson Texas; Richard 
Munden, Deputy Treasurer California; 
Harold Brady, Mayor Baltimore; and 
John Melaniphy, Corporation Counsel for 
Chicago. 

addition, statements were read from 
Governors Price Daniel Texas and Lindsay 
Almond Jr., Virginia; Attorney General 
Albertis Harrison, Jr., Virginia; 
Robert Matthews, Jr., Kentucky Commissioner 
Finance; Mayor William Hartsfield 
Atlanta, and Brevard Crihfield, Executive 
Director the Council State Governments. 

Resolutions adopted the subject 
1960 the Governors' Conference and the 
National Association Attorneys General 
were also presented the hearing. 


Property Tax Reduced Governor 
Stephen McNichols Colorado has 
announced that reduction the state 
tax levy from 2.4 mills 1959 
mills 1960 marks the beginning 
the state's relinquishment this revenue 
Source the cities, counties and school 
districts. The Governor and four other 
elective officials the state comprise 
the State Board Election which sets the 
property tax rate. Governor McNichols said 
the state plans out the property 
tax field 1965. The move made possible 


realignment the state's tax structure 
the 1959 legislature along lines recom- 
mended Governor's Committee study 
finances, authorized the 1957 legislature. 


Oregon Inheritance Tax The Oregon Supreme 
Court has ruled that $800,000 charitable 
trust, established provide funds for 
advanced education, must pay $200,000 
inheritance taxes the state. The chari- 
table exemption was held not apply the 
trust because funds from could spent 
outside the state. The high court ruling 
reversed County Probate decision that the 
trust was tax exempt. the opinion 
the Supreme Court, the founder the trust, 
had intended for use only within 
the state, would have included such pro- 
vision the trust document. 


Oklahoma Liquor Tax Oklahoma's new liquor 
tax has yielded $8.2 million the year 
following repeal prohibition the state. 
About $5.3 million the receipts went 
the general fund, $2.6 million was distri- 
buted among municipalities, and the remainder 
was retained for enforcement. 


Washington Tax Rulings The Washington 
State Supreme Court recently made two impor- 
tant tax rulings. denied rehearing 
its decision last April holding unconsti- 
tutional state business tax rental prop- 
erty and leases, passed the 1959 legis- 
lature. separate decision the Court 
held constitutional 1955 act that imposed 
the state business and occupation tax the 
wholesale function that chain store firms 
perform for themselves transferring ar- 
ticles from company warehouses company 
retail stores outlets. 

The Court ruled that the .25 per cent 
tax gross income from property rentals 
leases was unconstitutional because 
was not uniform the same class property, 
required the 14th amendment the state 
constitution. The State Tax Commission an- 
nounced would refund $300,000 collected 
from the levy the time the Court's 
April ruling. 

the application the wholesaling 
tax chain store operation, the Court 
reversed County Superior Court decision 
upholding the contention oil company 
that the bulk stations which its pro- 
ducts were transferred did not constitute 
retail outlets under terms the act. The 
lower court had ruled that the oil company 
outlets which sell large bulk quantities 
for business uses not come within the 
meaning the term "retail store oytlet." 
Turning down this argument, the Supreme 
Court said: are loss understand 
from which retail sales are made." Tax 
Commission spokesman said the ruling affects 
about million taxes wholesale func- 
tions from the oil industry alone. 
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EDUCATION 


Coordination Higher Education Colorado's 
seven State supported colleges and universi- 
ties have strengthened their thirty-five-year- 
old informal association establishing 
voluntary organization, with full-time 
staff, further their goal coordinating 
programs and plans for the future. Through 
the Association State Supported Institu- 
tions Higher Education the member colleges 
and universities hope achieve more effi- 
cient use available facilities and plan 
for orderly growth the higher educational 
system the years immediately ahead, when 
college enrollments Colorado are expected 
rise per cent. 

Without coordinated approach the 
unprecedented addition 37,000 students 
from today's enrollment anticipated 
65,000 1975, the colleges and universities 
could betome hodge-podge departments and 
divisions with many duplications, omissions 
and inefficiencies, association spokesmen 
point out. The voluntary association formed 
preclude these developments viewed 
college and university officials prefer- 
able alternative suggestions legislative 
higher education institutions placed under 
one governing board, that coordinating 
agency created the legislature and made 
responsible it. 

Within the past five years the state 
colleges and universities have worked to- 
gether develop uniform budgeting and 
accounting system and complete studies 
student credit-hour costs and faculty 
Studies are now under way 
admission procedures, standards and testing, 
the use scholarship loan funds and the 
possibility sharing library facilities 
and materials. Other studies are planned 
faculty resources and curricula. 

Arrangements are being made for joint use 
Colorado University and Colorado State 
University personnel cyclotron being 
built the former institution's campus, and 
the existing nuclear reactor Colorado 
State. Plans also are being made for pro- 
fessors highly qualified specialized fields 
one institution teach one two courses 
semester other colleges. Ways are 
being sought work more closely with 
junior colleges that programs can 
coordinated. 

The Presidents the seven member in- 
stitutions serve the association's Execu- 
tive Committee. Assisting them are seven 
councils, composed the deans faculty, 
deans students, business managers and 
other top administrators. The staff 
headed Harry Allen, Former Director 
the Colorado legislature's Joint Budget 
Committee. 


School District Tax Unconstitutional The 
Wyoming State Supreme Court has ruled uncon- 


stitutional 1959 law imposing mill levy 
property school districts that not 
maintain high schools. The income from the 
levy went into special county funds from which 
tuition and other costs were paid school 
districts which provided secondary education 
for students non-high school districts, 
Any surplus remaining each county fund 
after all certified claims were met was 
distributed among the school districts 
that county proportionate the total 
number high schools each district main- 
tained. 

Upholding Sweetwater County District 
Court decision, the Supreme Court pointed out 
that non-high school taxing district col- 
lected taxes excess the costs edu- 
cating its students elsewhere but derived 
benefit from the surplus. effect, the 
taxing district was raising funds for the 
benefit other districts. The Court ruled 
that was more logical for district 
tax for the benefit another district than 
for state, county city exact tax 
levy for the benefit another state, county 
city. The Court concluded that the statute 
violated constitutional provisions for uni- 
formity taxation the state. 


Approve Higher Education Committee The 
Maryland State Planning Commission has approv- 
recommendation create Higher Educa- 
tion Committee Policies and Needs for 
continuous review the aims and goals 
higher education the state. The committee, 
composed fifteen members, willbe 
organized along the lines Committee 
Medical Care which for some twenty years has 
conducted studies medical care and hospi- 
talization for the Planning Commission. 

expected that the new committee 
will analyze and develop long-range programs 
affecting higher education, relating both 
public and private institutions. The increase 
college students during the next decade 
expected double, with some 39,000 Mary- 
land residents state schools and 16,000 
out-of-state institutions. large 
number those who are expected enroll 
out-of-state schools decide instead attend 
college Maryland, the problem will become 
even more acute. 

The Planning Commission reports that the 
pressure for expansion public facilities 
for higher education already being felt and 
will increase every year. The commission 
states that some present problems could 
have been anticipated and solutions proposed 
such committee had been active 
during the past decade. 


Adult Professional Retraining The Utah 
Department Employment Security has announc- 
that recent survey indicates need for 
crash program the state's educational 
institutions retrain persons made idle 
automation advancing technology, ena- 
bling them reenter the employment field. 
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The survey findings were reported 
Wiesley, Chairman the Utah Industrial 
Commission, meeting Industry's Advis- 
ory Committee Technical Education. 
pointed out that graduates engineering, 
chemistry and physics twenty years ago 
often find themselves lost industry be- 
cause new technological scientific 
advances. More and more industrial programs 
employ technologies and terminologies that 
did not exist when men now their 30's, 
40's and 50's completed their college work. 
They are being replaced younger college 
graduates and released labor market for 
which they have training. 

The department study concluded that 
universities, colleges, vocational schools 
and even high school vocational education 
departments must prepared retrain these 
men and fit them into the newer technology. 
was pointed out that educational program 
developed 1957 through the cooperation 
educators, governmental agencies and industry 
train technicians below the professional 
level for the state's new industries had been 
highly successful and had passed the stage 
"crash" classification January, 1959. 


HEALTH, WELFARE 


Migrant Workers California Conference 
Families Who Follow the Crops has recom- 
mended that state and federal funds made 
available improve health standards 
migrant farm workers and their families. 
The conference was sponsored the Gover- 
nor's Children and Youth. 
report, prepared for the State Department 
Health Dr. Bruce Jessup, Stanford 
University pediatrician, was presented 
the conference. urged abolition 
residence requirements for migrants needing 
medical care. 


Welfare Recipients Work Projects The 
New York Department Social Welfare has 
reported that home relief recipients 
local work relief projects are performing 
communities. many cases, the department 
notes, recipients have turned their work 
relief assignments into stepping stones 
private employment. 

July approximately 1,176 home 
relief recipients were employed more than 
fifty work relief projects located fifteen 
counties. Most the work involved mainten- 
ance public buildings, parks and roads. 

Under the program, employable persons 
receiving home relief can required 
perform work assigned them the public 
welfare official furnishing home relief. 
The official assigns persons who are able 
perform the work indicated, provided they 
will not displace regular employees performing 
established duties the units govern- 
ment which they are assigned. Any person 
refuses work assignment deemed 
ineligible for home relief and dropped 
from the rolls. 


HIGHWAYS, TRAFFIC SAFETY 


South Dakota Highway Report The South 
Dakota Highway Commission haS submitted 
engineering report highways, roads and 
streets the state the Legislative Re- 
search Council. The study, authorized 
the 1959 legislature, was prepared the 
Automotive Safety Foundation with the assis- 
tance the State Department Highways and 
South Dakota counties and municipalities. 

The report recommends number changes 
the state trunk highway system, county 
highways and city streets promote their 
efficiency, improve management and planning, 
and aid coordinating intergovernmental 
relations and fiscal matters. urges fur- 
ther analysis concerning allocation funds 
the systems and legal authority for ex- 
penditures. 


Driver License Agreement The Georgia and 
Florida State Patrols have entered into 
agreement providing for exchange drivers' 
license records residents moving from one 
state the other. Under the arrangement, 
Florida licensee who moves Georgia, 
vice versa, and applies for new license 
eligible for temporary permit until 
such time the issuing state receives and 
reviews the applicant's old record from the 
state previous residence. 


Texas Auto Insurance Plan The Texas State 
Insurance Board has announced that will 
continue its system basing auto insurance 
rates traffic records. Under the plan, 
first adopted last year, drivers with 
violations accidents are granted 
per cent discount. Drivers with points for 
violations and accidents are charged 
additional per cent per point, toa 
maximum surcharge 100 per cent. 


NEW CONSUMER PROTECTION LAWS 


number new laws designed pro- 
tect New Jersey consumers went into effect 
September 

Included are measures dealing with in- 
terest rates installment loans. The an- 
nual maximum interest rate new car loans 
will per cent; used cars will vary 
from per cent depending the age 
the vehicle. The maximum all other 
merchandise will range from per cent. 
The rate home improvement loans may not 
exceed per cent. 

Previously the rates were set what 
the traffic would bear. The new laws require 
that all terms spelled out loan con- 
tracts. addition, each installment lending 
concern must obtain annually license 
operate. The license fee $25. 

Besides setting the interest rates and 
terms loan contracts, the new statutes 
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ban false and misleading advertising, bogus 
sales pitches and blank contracts. One meas- 
ure sets State Consumers Fraud Bureau 
under the Attorney General's office enforce 
the laws. 


LAW ENFORCEMENT 


Recently, progress toward statewide 
medical examiner system has been made 
Illinois the further development 
central toxicological laboratory service 
the State Department Health. $200,000 
appropriation has been made for the purpose 
testing specimens submitted coroners and 
other law enforcement officers their 
efforts determine whether poisonous 
radioactive substances have been involved 
deaths, accidents illnesses. This 
supplement the existing work the State 
Advisory Board Necropsy Service Coro- 
ners. 


THE COURTS 


Judicial Studies The Institute Judicial 
Administration recently published two reports 
judicial salaries and jury costs. 

Its study salaries includes data 
pensions, and disability and death 
benefits. presents comparative figures and 
other information for eleven states and the 
federal courts concerning judicial salaries 
and benefits upon retirement, disability and 
death. The states surveyed are California, 
Connecticut, Delaware, Illinois, Maryland, 
Wassachusetts, Michigan, New Jersey, New York 
Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
second report, jury costs, summar- 
izes provisions regarding payment jury fees 
before trial the party demanding jury 
and taxable costs against the losing 
party; payment jury fees after trial 
the unsuccessful party; and per diem and 
travel compensation jurors.

The Supreme Court decision, holding that the 
amendment was legally adopted and the 1959 
legislative act thereby valid, ended uncer- 
tainty whether the post Justice 
the Peace should put the general elec- 
tion ballot. 


PAROLE BEHAVIOR STUDY 


The California Department Corrections 
has developed the main outlines system 
that will permit electronic processing ac- 
tuarial data convict's record deter- 
mine his chances making good parole. 

Using the files 872 men paroled four 
years ago, the department was able select 
twelve out hundreds possible items ap- 
pearing man's record that gave fairly 
accurate indications the chance for suc- 
cessful parole. Each item was given rela- 
tive point value "yes" "no" basis, 
ranging from 12, with top possible 
score 76. Among the indicators are: Did 
the prisoner have prior record. Had 
used alias. Was his first offense car 
theft? answer the first question 
gave him points, the second points, 
the third points. 

The department applied the twelve indi- 
cators the records group 937 men 
paroled 1956, whose success failure 
parole was already known. The tabula- 
tions showed that all men with score 
above succeeded. Most the men with 
score above succeeded; most below 
that level failed. All men with scores 
under failed, and were back 
prison. 

The department noted that the present 
crude, but that works. Further 
study and revision planned develop 
more accurate and refined system. 


PARKS, RECREATION 


State Parks Conference National Confer- 
ence State Parks was held recently 
Rockland, Maine. Directors state parks 
and interested citizens the meeting dis- 
cussed how handle the crowds visitors 
expected the years ahead. 

Marion Clawson, land economist for 
Resources the Future, estimated that 
the year 2000 there will per cent more 
people than now, each with twice the present 
income, each with per cent more leisure, 
and traveling per cent more than now. 
These increasing numbers park users, along 
with their increased leisure time, warned, 
will place strain park services unless 
the states prepare. 

State park representatives announced 
the meeting numerous plans for immediate 
acquisition thousands additional acres 
park land and additional funds for facili- 
ties obtained from fees charged users 
and supplemented tax funds. 
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Expansion Park Sites The Michigan 
improvement and land acquisition program for 
state parks which calls for the addition 
some 1,600 acres along the shores three 
the Great Lakes. for acquisition, 
made during the 1960-61 fiscal year, 
will come from bond issue which will 
retired through fees paid users the 
state parks. 

Proposed land acquisition sixteen 
will utilize million the 
million program. Seven lakeshore parks will 
expanded, and new site 500 acres 
having 8,000 feet Lake Michigan frontage 
will established the Ottawa-Muskegon 
area relieve other state parks nearby. 

Final action the program will 
taken the legislature when meets 
January. 


COLUMBIA RIVER COMPACT 


Cooperative development the Columbia 
River Basin has moved nearer realization 
the international and interstate level. Rep- 
resentatives seven states have reached 
accord interstate compact regulate 
the use, conservation and development 
the water resources the United States 
portion the Columbia and its tribu- 
taries. 

This action came shortly after United 
States and Canadian negotiating teams had 
announced agreement recommendations that 
could become the basis for international 
treaty apportioning downstream benefits and 
providing for major power projects the 
Columbia. 

The proposed compact, the Columbia 
Interstate Compact, the third agreed 
upon ten years the representatives 
Idaho, Montana, Oregon, Washington, Nevada, 
Utah and Wyoming. become effective must 
ratified the first four these states 
and receive the approval Congress. After 
the compact becomes operational the other 
three states may join upon approval their 
respective legislatures. Previous agree- 
ments, reached 1954 and 1956, failed 
obtain the necessary approval the four 
legislatures and Congress. 

Under unanimous agreement reached 
forty-two commissioners representing the 
seven participating states, the compact 
provides for permanent group sixteen 
commissioners review proposals and make 
recommendations Congress concerning power 
and irrigation projects, water pollution con- 
trol, and the development fish and wild- 
life and recreation facilities the Columbia 
basin lying within the United States. 

Idaho, Montana, Oregon and Washington 
each would have three commissioners and would 
each contribute 23.5 per cent the cost 
administering the compact. Wyoming with two 
commissioners, and Nevada and Utah, with one 
each, would share equally providing the 
remaining per cent administration costs. 
All commissioners would appointed the 


respective Governors the participating 
states and would serve without pay. 

The preliminary international agreement 
reached Canada and the United States took 
the form progress report submitted 
each nation for approval. details were 
announced, but the negotiators were hopeful 
that recommendations would converted 
into treaty early 1961 and that start 
construction might made before the end 
the year. 


BOATING LAW ADMINISTRATORS MEET 


The second conference the North 
Central States Boating Law Administrators 
was held Columbus, Ohio, October 
and 19. About thirty-five state administra- 
tors, Coast Guard officers andothers attended.

Code Fair Practices Governor Nelson 
Rockefeller New York has issued 
executive order new Code 
Fair Practices for the executive branch 
the state government. 

The code reaffirms the state's policy 
prohibiting discrimination because race, 
creed, color, national origin age the 
activities state government and draws 
specific attention the areas state 
activity which the state's policy has 
special application. These include appoint- 
ment, assignment and promotion employees, 
public contracts, job training, licensing 
and state aid grants. 

The code stresses the importance 
close cooperation all state agencies 
with the State Commission Against Discrim- 
ination enforcement state laws. The 
instrument was developed the Governor's 
Office cooperation with the Commission 
and the Attorney General's Office.
